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Board of Home Missions Grants 
Southern Union College $20,000 



Southern Union College, Wadley, Al- 
abama, was recently voted a grant of 
$20,000 by the Congregational Christ- 
ian Board of Home Missions. 

The grant was announced at a 
luncheon meeting of members of the 
board of trustees of the college by Rev. 
Dr. Wesley A. Hotchkiss, general sec- 
retary of the board's Higher Education 
and American Missionary Association 
division. 

Dr. Hotchkiss, who was introduced 
by the president of Southern Union, 
Dr. Walter A. Graham, told the trus- 
tees that $10,000 of the grant would be 
available immediately. The additional 
$10,000, he said, would be paid after 
the college has itself raised $40,000. 

The $60,000 total. President Graham 
said, will be used for the enlargement 
and improvement of the school's facil- 
ties. "We are greatly encouraged by 
this substantial grant," he declared. 
"With this support the future of the 
college is assured. Recognition by the 
Board of Home Missions will serve as 
an incentive to the many who have 
made sacrificial gifts to the school ov- 
er a period of years." 

President Graham said the unofficial 
slogan of the school was "No place can 
do so much with so little." 

An outstanding Congregational 
Christian layman, the Southern Union 
College president was associated with 
the Board of Home Missions for more 
than 11 years as the national director 
of the denomination's Laymen's Fel- 
lowship. 

Southern Union, the only Congrega- 
tional Christian junior college, was 
founded in 1922 by churches and indi- 
viduals of the Christian denomination 
"to put a liberal arts education within 
reach of many young men and young 
women of very limited means." 



Many of its students depend upon 
scholarship aid and virtually all day 
students work a full eight-hour shift 
in nearby textile mills. The majority 
are from the rural areas of Alabama 
but practically all the Southern states 
are represented in the student body. 

The college is supported by gil:ts 
from churches and individuals in every 
state in the Union.

United Church General 
Synod Adopts 
Statement Of Faith 

The Second General Synod of the 
United Church of Christ climaxed its 
recent three-day session by adopting 
the Statement of Faith submitted to it 
by the Commission appointed for the 
purpose of drafting such a document. 

The statement is not a creedal test 
for church membership and is not bind- 
ing upon churches or individual mem- 
bers. It has, however, been approved 
to be sent to the churches for their use 
and it will be the recognized statement 
of faith for the new denomination. 

The Commission to Prepare a Con- 
stitution reported to the Synod and 
submitted a draft of a proposed consti- 
tution. Because the constitution was 
available for just a few weeks prior to 
the national meeting, it was voted not 
to take approving action on it at this 
time. The constitution will be sent to 
the churches and other organizations 
for their study and suggestions. 

The- recommendations that result 
from this study will be referred to the 
constitution commission, which will 
report again to a special meeting of the 
General Synod next summer. If the 
Synod approves the constitution then 
it will be sent to the Evangelical and 
Reformed Synods and Congregational 
Christian Churches for their approval. 
If the Synods and churches approve, 
the constitution will be declared adopt- 
ed by the General Synod in 1961. 

The General Synod also adopted the 
"Call to Christian Action in Society", 
submitted by the Council for Christian 
Social Action as a guide to the activities 
of the churches in social action. 

The Statement of Faith was adopted 
by a unanimous vote. The vote was fol- 
lowed by great applause and the spon- 
taneous singing of the Doxology. 



Excerpts From Proposed United Church Constitution Draft 

(Please see Superintendent's Column for Explanation) 



2. The United Church of Christ ac- 
knowledges as its sole Head Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God and the Saviour 
of men. It acknowledges as brethren in 
Christ all who share in this confession. 
It looks to the Word of God in the 
Scriptures, and to the presence and 
power of the Holy Spirit, to prosper in 
the world its creative and redemptive 
work, and to preserve the historic faith 
from destructive error. It claims as its 
own the faith of the historic Church, 
expressed in the ancient creeds, and 
reclaimed in the basic insights of the 
Protestant Rp.formers. It affirms the 
responsibility of the Church in each 
generation to make this faith its own 
in reality of worship, in honesty of 
thought and expression, and in purity 
of heart before God. In accordance 
with the teaching of our Lord and the 
practice prevailing among evangelical 
Christians, it recognizes two sacra- 
ments: Baptism and the Lord's Supper 
or Holy Communion. 
ARTICLE I. NAME 

4. The name of this Church shall be 
UNITED CHURCH OF CHRIST. 
ARTICLE II. STRUCTURE 

5. The United Church of Christ is 
composed of congregations or local 
churches organized in associations, con- 
ferences and the General Synod. 
ARTICLE IV. CONGREGATIONS OR 

LOCAL CHURCHES 

7. The basic unit of the life and or- 
ganization of the United Church of 
Christ is the congregation or local 
church. 

8. A congregation or local church is a 
group of persons who, believing in God 
as Heavenly Father, and accepting Je- 
sus Christ as Lord and Saviour, and 
depending on the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, are organized according to ap- 
propriate ecclesiastical and legal pro- 
cedures for Christian worship, for the 
furtherance of Christian fellowship, and 
for the ongoing work of Christian wit- 
ness. 

10. All persons who are or shall be- 
come members of a congregation or 
local church of the United Church of 
Christ are members of the United 
Church of Christ, men and women sha- 
ring the same rights, privileges and re- 
sponsibilities. 

21. Nothing in this Constitution and 
By-Laws shall be construed as in any 



way giving to the General Synod, or to 
any conference or association, now or 
at any future time, the power to abridge 
or impair the autonomy of any congre- 
gation or local church in the manage- 
ment of its own affairs. Nothing herein 
contained shall destroy or limit in any 
way the right of each congregation or 
local church to continue to operate in 
the way customary to it; to retain or 
secure its own charter; to adopt its own 
constitution and by-laws; to formulate 
its own covenants and confessions of 
faith; to admit members in its own 
ways and to provide for their discipline 
or dismissal in any way not contrary 
to law; to call or dismiss its pastor or 
pastors by such procedure as it shall 
determine; to own and manage its own 
property and funds; to control its own 
benevolences; and to withdraw by 'ts 
own decision its membership in the 
United Church of Christ at any time 
without forfeiture of ownership or con- 
trol of any real or personal property 
owned or controlled by it. 

22. Actions by, or decisions or advice 
emanating from, the General Synod, a 
conference or an association, should be 
held in the highest regard by every 
congregation or local church; but no 
such action, decisions or advice shall 
be binding on any congregation or local 
church. 
ARTICLE V. THE MINISTRY 

25. A Minister of the United Church 
of Christ is one of its members holding 
standing in an association or conference 
of the United Church of Christ, who 
has been called of God and ordained to 
preach the Gospel, to administer the 
sacraments and rites of the Church, and 
to exercise pastoral care. He may en- 
gage in ministries other than the pas- 
torates which are approved by the 
Church through the association or con- 
ference in which he holds standing. 

26. A Commissioned Worker of the 
United Church of Christ is one of its 
unordained members who has been 
called of God and commissioned for a 
specific full-time church-related ser- 
vice. 

27. A Lay Minister of the United 
Church of Christ is one of its unor- 
dained members who has been recog- 
nized by his association for duties, 
mainly preaching and conducting ser- 
vices of worship, within that association 



and under its guidance. 

29. A Licentiate is a student in care 
of association who has temporary au- 
thorization from his association or con- 
ference to perform such ministerial du- 
ties as it may determine. 

30. Ordination is the rite whereby the 
church sets apart by prayer and the 
laying on of hands those whom God 
has called to the Christian ministry. By 
this rite the Church bestows on them 
its formal authorization to perform all 
the duties and exercise all the preroga- 
tives of its ministry. 

31. The standing of a minister of the 
United Church of Christ is held in an 
association' or conference. 

32. The calling of a minister to a 
congregation or local church is a con- 
cern of the church at large, represented 
in the association and conference, as 
well as of the minister and the congre- 
gation or local church. 

ARTICLE VI. ASSOCIATIONS AND 
CONFERENCES 

33. Pending their reorganization on a 
territorial basis, synods, conferences, 
and associations in existence at the 
time- this Constitution is declared to be 
in force, may act as conferences and 
associations of the United Church of 
Christ . . . 

41. A conference is that body of the 
United Church of Christ which is com- 
posed, without regard to race, language, 
or culture, of congregations or local 
churches in a geographical area, and 
of ministers with standing in the asso- 
ciations of that conference or in the 
conference itself. 

42. Subsequent to the initial reor- 
ganization of conferences in the United 
Church of Christ, the boundaries of any 
new conference, or any adjustment of 
boundaries between conferences, shall 
be determined by the conferences con- 
cerned with the approval of the Gener- 
al Synod. The standing of a conference 
as a body of the United Church cf 
Christ is determined by the General 
Synod.

The excerpts have been printed in 
order to settle the questions in the 
minds of many concerning the status of 
churches and ministers in the United 
Church. It should be noted that the 
rights and responsibilities of each are 
carefully guarded, It should also be 
noted that the initiative for the re- 
alignment of conventions, conferences 
and synods rests with these bodies. 

When the draft copy of the consti- 
tution becomes available for study it is 
hoped that our ministers and churches 
will give special and careful attention 
to it.
